Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15, 26-48, 53-63 are canceled 

Claim 67 is not present in the file. 

Claims 16-25, 49-52, 64-66, 68-71 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, specifically Realyvasquez et al, does not alone or in combination teach the 
claimed method, specifically an attachment device being loaded into a tool in a relaxed 
and crossed position and held in the tool in the relaxed and crossed position and then 
entering the tissue in a delivery state where the legs of the attachment device are 
parallel and upon release of the tool the attachment device returns to the relaxed and 
crossed position.
